The Typhoid Immunization Clinics were very well 
attended by the school children. Adults who are also 
susceptible to this disease, were not present for immun- 
ization. Parents are very important persons in their child- 
rens’ lives, therefore, any protection against disease, 
which they may receive, seems indicated. 

Tuberculin testing with x-raying of the positive re- 
actors and their family group was carried out. It is very 
important that families of the positive reactors be x-rayed 
as children are not born with tuberculosis. They must 
come in contact with the disease. The first logical place 
to check is the family group with whom they have the 
closest contact.

A glance at our expenditures and at our proposed 


budget reveals that equalization funds are a saving grace 
to the needed funds for secondary education and convey- 
ance. 

We have outlined for the funds needed rather con- 
servatively. We cannot feel certain as to the amounts that 
we are to obtain from the State School Funds. Increased 
demands.by the increased population now enrolled in the 
schools of the state are of course reducing the amounts 
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to smaller towns that would otherwise continue to be 
available. 

New legislation proposed may change considerably, 
favorably, the finacial problem of the towns in the sup- 
port of their schools. 

There is also a bill before the legislature to assist 
towns in a building program. Also, the prospects of Fed- 
eral aid never looked so bright as at the present timee. 

There are many problems, which with the patience 
of the people and the work of the committee, will be 
ironed out this next year. Because of the somewhat un- 
certainity of the legislation some problems may with 
profit await the turn of events.

CASH 
Cash available for current expenditures at February 
21, 1948, amounted to $2,699.95, which amount recon- 
ciled with the bank statement of the First National Gran- 
- ite Bank, Augusta, as follows:

All receipts were checked in detail and the bank de- 
posits indicated that all cash recorded had been deposited 
in the bank. 

Expenditures were made by check and were support- 
ed by warrants authorized by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The accounts receivable amounted to $3,158.57 at 
the year end . This amount was due from the State for 
Highway and Forest Fire expenditures. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1947 Commitment of taxes was added and com- 
pared with the valuation book, and a difference of $7.80 
was found which was adjusted. The balance due from the 
Collector on this commitment was represented by a list of 
unpaid taxes, according to the records of the Collector.

Prior years’ taxes receivable are listed on Schedule

No external verification of taxes receivable was 
made as the list furnished by the Tax Collector was in 
agreement with the list printed in the town report. 


TAX LIENS 


The balance of tax liens at February 21, 1948 was 
$126.31. Payments received during the year appeared to 
have been applied against the proper accounts. The tax 
liens on file were examined, with the exception of two, 
which could not be located. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


There was no change in this account during the year. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


This account represents withholding tax deductions 
and a tax overpayment. 
NOTES PAYABLE 


Notes payable at the close of the year amounted to 
$5,000.00. 


SURPLUS 


The appropriated Surplus represents the unexpend- 
ed balances carried to the 1948-49 year. 

The Unappropriated Surplus of $529.53 at the end 
of the year indicated a net decrease in this account of 
$2,497.89 as a result of current operations. The major 
item contributing to this change was the net overdraft in 
departmental operations. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


The time deposits representing the Cemetery Perpet- 
ual Care Funds were examined. 

It was ascertained that the income had been account- 
ed for and the expenditurse appeared to have been made 
in accordance with the terms of the trusts. 


GENERAL 


A net overdraft in the amount of $3,577.31 has been 
charged to the Surplus account. The Attorney General 
has rendered an opinion on this point and it is included 
here for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant ‘calling 
the meeting providing for the expenditure 
of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at 
town meeting, unless the statute expressly 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the 
appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, however relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway: purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appro- 
priation. 


The corporate surety bonds of the Treasurer and Tax 
Collector were examined and appeared to be adequate. 

The 1947 excise tax receipts, Nos. 48 to 200, and 
those for 1948, Nos. 1 to 39, were checked and it was 
ascertained that all collections had been deposited with 
the Treasurer. 

A test check was made of paid invoices and pay rolls 
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on file, and all so examined appeared to be reasonable 
and proper charges. 

An examination of the records of the Town Clerk 
indicated that the oaths of office of the town officers had 
not been recorded in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 80, Section 37 of the Revised Statutes of 1944 
and related law court decisions. 

A review of the valuation records indicated the ad- 
visability of strengthening the descriptions of properties.
